The grandstand at the Monmouth Park race- 
track has been sold to a firm for old iron.

A carload of J. B. Haggin’s California bred 
fillies arrived at Leziegton Friday from New 
York, and were sent to Elmendorf, where they 
will be pat in the harem. They are by various 
sires. Along with them came the recently im- 
ported stallion Rapello, the five year-old son of 
Ben d’Or and Napoli, by Mareoroni, He is to 
serve some of the Haggin mares at Elmendorf 
next season. Rapello is qnite a handsome hors^, 
but is said to have been cf no great conseqaeoce 
on tbe English tnrf, bis greatest achievement 
being the u inning of the Great Foal Stake at a 
mile and a qnarter as a three-year-old. 

Dnke of Melbourne is a colt that has to be 
pncched out all the way. He is iuolined to be 
a loafer and will not do any more than he ab- 
solutely has to.
